By  the  end  of  19&3  "the  TJater  Board  had  practically  completed  phase  2 
of  its  Regional  Scheme,  This  programme  comprised  the  following  works  :** 
the  construction  of  three  reservoirs  at  South  Perrott  No.  19;  Hooke  village 
No.  25,  and  Bunkers  Hill,  Askerswell  No.  12,  and  the  construction  of  mains 
as  follows  :-  V’  main  from  reservoir  at  Four  Ashes  to  Stoke  Abbott,  4"  mains 
to  reservoir  No.  19,  and  to  Chedington,  Mosterton  and  South  Perrott,  from 
Toller  Down  to  Stoke  Knapp  trunk  main,*  8"  main  from  reservoir  No.  6 at 
Dottery  to  Broadoak,'  6"  and  4"  mains  from  Bridport  to  Synondsbury,  6"  main 
from  Hooke  Pumping  Station  to  reservoir  No.  25,  and  Hooke  village,  provision  of 
pumping  equipment  at  Hooke  Pumping  Station,*  4"  main  from  reservoir  No,  12  to 
Uploders/  4"  main  from  Bradpole  to  Loders,'  4"  main  from  Shipton  G-orge  to 
Burton  Bradstock. 


The  Board,  since  its  inception,  has  constructed  nine  reservoirs  of 
a total  capacity  of  1,530,000  gallons  and  laid  37  miles  of  mains.  17  villages 
have  now  been  supplied  and  these  are  Broadoak,  Dottery,  Salway  Ash,  Hooke, 
Stoke  Abbott,  Broadwindsor,  Mosterton,  South  Perrott,  Chedington,  in  the 
Beaninster  Rural  District,  Synondsbury,  Shipton  G-orge,  Loders,  Uploders, 
Askerswell,  Puncknowle,  Bexington,  Swyre,  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 
and  Bridport  Borough  has  had  its  supply  augmented. 

Phase  3 will  comprise  the  laying  of  a l2"/9"  main  from  Litton  Cheney  to 
reservoir  No.  6 at  Dottery,  with  spin’s  to  feed  reservoirs  No,  28  at  Burton 
Bradstock  and  No.  29  at  Bothenhanpton,  and  the  construction  of  certain 
essential  works  at  the  Litton  Cheney  Source.

Following  the  receipt  of  the  Ministry^  Report,  "The  Conduct  of  the  Fluoridation 
Studies  m the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Results  Achieved  after  Five  Years"  the  Council 
at  its  February  meeting  agreed  to  support  the  Dorset  County  Council  should  that  Council 
put  forward  proposals  for  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies.

In  order  to  save  time  should  the  Long  Sea  Outfall  he  favourably  finalized 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  three  Authorities  concerned,  the  Council  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year(  agreed  after  receiving  Ministerial  approval,  that  the 
contract  documents  and  details  regarding  the  scheme  for  sewering  Beaminster 
and  the  pumping  stations  be  prepared  to  the  stage  of  inviting  tenders  for  the 
work,  on  the  understanding  that  approval  to  go  to  tender  would  not  be  given 
until  Bridport  Borough  Council’s  proposals  in  respect  of  sewage  disposal  had 
been  investigated  and  accepted. 

Joint  Sjawerage^  Scheme . 


The  advisory  Committee,  made  up  of  representatives  from  Bridport  Borough, 
Bridport  Rural  District  and  Beaminster  Rural  District  Councils,  at  its  October 
meeting  decided  after  consideration  of  the  Consulting  Engineer’s  Reports  on 
the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme,  that  it  was  ready  to  report  back  to  each  constituent

The  future  sewage  dry  weather 

flows  have 

been  calculated  at  35  gallons 

per  head  per  day  for  Bridport  Borough,  and  30  g.h.d.  for  both  the  Rural 
Distriot  areas.  Margins  have  been  allowed  for  infiltratien  of  surface 
water  which  is  known  to  exist  in  the  Borough  sewers,  for  possible  future 
trade  wastes  and  for  two  existing  trade  wastes  (milk  processing  and  engraving) 
in  the  case  of  Beaminster. 


(b)  The  Long  Sea  Outfall . 

The  Consulting  Engineers  reported  in  detail  the  results  of  their  current 
and  float  tests  carried  out  during  the  early  summer,  1963.  Both  Neap  Tides 
and  Spring  Tides  were  studied  by  the  use  of  floats  and,  in  addition,  dilution 
tests  were  carried  out  using  both  a special  dye  solution  and  radioactive 
isotopes.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  three  alternative  discharge  points 
at  5 >500,  A# 500,  and  3 #500  feet  from  the  shore. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  discharge  point  be  A, 500  feet  from  the 
shore  where  the  effluent  will  enter  the  sea  in  about  a 60  ft  depth  of  water. 

The  Committee’s  second  recommendation  is  that  a 2if  inch  outfall  pipe  be  provided 
in  the  design.  It  is  not  possible  to  say  at  this  stage  what  material  could 
best  be  used  for  the  construction  of  the  pipe,  but  the  Consulting  Engineers 
will  for  the  present,  base  their  design  on  steel  pipes  including  protection  both 
from  corrosive  action  by  the  sea  externally,  and  from  internal  corrosion  by  the 
content  of  the  sewage  effluent. 
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(°)  in  the  Borough  Sewers . 

The  'depth  of  flow'  recorder  installed  in  April,  showed  that  there  is  in  the 
Borough  Sewers. a considerable  infiltration  of  ground  water  and  inflow  of  storm 
water  of  one  kind  or  another,  and  these  flow  recordings  indicate  that  in  the  town 
area  there  was  not  sufficient  capacity  to  take  the  sewage  from  the  Rural  District 
areas,  and  consequently  these  new  rural  area  flows  will  be  connected  to  the 
existing  trunk  sewer  at  a point  below  the  main  storm  water  overflow  beside  some 
lock  up  garages  off  West  Bay  Road  and  200  yards  south  of  the  Crown  Hotel. 

(d)  Head  Works  at  West  Bay. 

Between  the  existing  trunk  sewer  and  the  proposed  sea  outfall  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide 

(1 ) disintegrators  to  cut  up  solid  matter  in  the  sewage. 

(2)  pumping  plant  to  operate  when  sewage  flows  cannot  be 
handled  by  gravity,  especially  at  times  of  high  water. 

(3)  grit  removal  plant,  subject  to  this  being  necessary  wh en 
the  material  of  the  outfall  pipe  is  finally  known, 

( e ) Pressure  Pipe  from  the  Rural  Di stri ct s . 

Sewage  from  Beaminster  and  Netherbury  would  be  pumped  to  a "header" 
tank  just  east  of  Netherbury  and  so  to  a pressure  pipe  (E)  laid  down  the  valleyfBrit^ 
connecting  to  the  Borough  sewer  in  West  Bay  Road. 

Sewage  from  the  Asker  Valley  would  be  pumped  from  a point  just  east 
cf  Bradpole  village  to  a "header"  tank  on  Watton  Hill  from  whioh  a lateral 
pressure  pipe  would  connect  into  the  main  Beaminster  pressure  pipe-  (E.)  near  FVnore 
and  then  through  this  into  the  Borough  S’ ewer. 

Sewage  ^roni  Symondsbury  village  and  the  West  Road  area  would  be  pumped  to  a 
header  tank  on  Sloes  Hill  from  which  a lateral  pressure  pipe  would  connect

(f ) Estimated  Costs . 


The  estimated  total  cost  based  on  1962  figures  is  £255,000  and  this  is 
apportioned  between  the  Authorities  as  follows  Bridport  Borough  £128,800 
Beaminster  Rural  District  £11,800  and  Bridport  Rural  District  £81,100. 

The  three  Councils  in  November,  adopted  the  revised  Joint  Scheme  as 
recommended  by. the  Joint  Advisory  Committee  who  were  asked  to  instruct  the 
onsulting  Engineers  to  prepare  the  scheme  as  agreed  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval,  and  that  subject  to  this 
approval,  tenders  be  invited  as  recommended  by  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

The  Joint  Advisory  Committee  were  also  asked  to  recommend  to  the  three 
Councils. at  the  appropriate  time  the  selection  of  a suitable  tender  in 
conjunction  with  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

C or s combe. 


This  scheme  was. commenced  in  November,  and  was  designed  to  cover  10 
properties  with  provision  for  receiving  a further  11  properties  at  a future 
date.  The  negotiated  tender  cost  was  £11,923.  By  the  end  of  the  year  over 
300  yards  of  sewer  had  been  laid. 

Salway  Ash. 


This  scheme  was  also  started  in  November,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
1,125  yards  of  sewer  had  been  laid  together  with  11  manholes  and  the  brickwork 
on  the  primary  tanks  and  filter  was  60%  complete. 


The  scheme  is  designed  to  cover  at  least  50  properties  and  a school  of 
50  pupils.  The  tender  was  £13,8 64. 
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Broodvrl jidsor  Village  . 

This  comprises  94  houses,  3 public  houses,  2 village  halls,  and  one 
school  of  30  pupils.  It  is  estimated  that  to  sewer  this  village  will  cost 

£22,873.

Milk  Supply. 

Since  1961,  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use 
of  special  designation  in  connection  with  nilk,  or  the  registration  of 
distributors,  was  transferred  fron  the  Council  to  the  Dorset  County  Council 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960.  The  County  Council, 
however,  have  continued  to  inforn  this  Council  where  nilk  samples  have  failed 
to  pass  the  prescribed  test,  and  during  the  year  notified  that  of  5*1  samples 
taken,  45  passed  and  6 failed.

Meat  Inspection _ 

There  is  only  one  lioenced  slaughterhouse  in  the  District.  This  is 
sited  at  Broadwindsor  and  is  privately  owned.  Inspection  of  neat  at  this 
slaughterhouse  was  until  3l/l0/63  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
who  possesses  the  necessary  qualifications.  The  coning  into  operation  of  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  however,  necessitated  Sunday  inspections  and, 
in  order  to  relieve  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  this  work,  the  Council 
appointed  a local  veterinary  surgeon,  to  carry  out  neat  inspections  as  fron 

I/II/63. 

78  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  during  the  year. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  a new  one  and  was  first  licenced  on  1/7/62, 
the  date  when  the  construction  regulations  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958#  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations,  1958,  cane  into  operation  in  this  district. 
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The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Dorchester,  in  October,  1962, 
set  out  to  determine  the  incidenoe  of  Salmonella  infection  in  hone-produced 
neat  and  to  assess  its  importance  in  relation  to  human  infection.  Evidence 
was  sought  both  at  abattoirs  and  butchers’  shops  by  examination  of  drain 
swabs  and  neat.  Your  Health  Department  took  part  in  the  investigation, 

2,1  J1+  sanples  and  swabs  from  Dorset  were  examined  and  after  giving  the 
number  of  positives^  the  Laboratory  set  down  the  following  conclusions 

a)  The  importance  of  the  bovine  as  a source  of  Salmonella  is  revealed. 

b)  There  is  a strong  evidence  of  an  association  between  the  presence  of 
Salmonella  serotypes  at  abattoirs  and  butchers'  shops  and  their 
occurrence  in  the  human  population.  Beef  and  pork  should  be  considered 
as  a source  of  Salmonella  infection  of  nan. 

(c)  Cross-infection  in  the  abattoir  is  occurring, 

The_  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  i960,  cane  into 
operation,  V/11/6O, 

Briefly  they  are  to  the  effect  that,  with  certain  exemptions,  neat  at 
slaughterhouses  and  other  premises,  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption  must 
be  sterilised  before  it  leaves  the  premises,  but  where  there  are  no  facilities 
for  sterilising,  the  neat  may  be  removed  by  arrangement  with  an  authorised  officer 
of  the  Local  Authority  to  a place  where  it  will  be  sterilised  or  destroyed.
